HE case for strict regulation of motor traffic, and establish- 


ment of a modern highway patrol, by the next legislature, 


,W strongly presented by today's Associated Proas survey of 
* motor fatalities over Christmas week-end. Arkansas, you will 


note, had 14 automobile deaths, while New York state had 
only 15. 
Tho population of Arkansas is 1,854,- 


SH82 (1930 federal census), while the 


population of New York stale is 12,- 
588,066. 


New York state has SEVEN times our 


population—but on one week-end we 
killed as many persons with automo- 
biles as she did. 


The registration figures (1934) show 


that Arkansas has 198,091 motor curs, 
while New York State has 2,269.355. 


New York has ELEVEN times our 


number of automobiles—but on one 
week-end the fatality lists were the 
same! 


Anyone familiar with the wcck-by- 


wcck accident survey knows that, this 
is not an especially unusual report. 


While the unregulated motor traffic 


of a Southern or Western state doesn't 
always equal New York's fatality fig- 
ure, it is nearly always four or five 
times as great as the ratio in popula- 
tion or motor car registration. 


The truth is that the motor car, like 


some other things in our modern civ- 
ilization, can not be safely entrusted 
to human beings without police super- 
vision. 


Only those states that have highway 


patrols, that enforce strict traffic reg- 
ulations and driver's license laws, arc 
holding down their percentage of ac- 
cidents. 


The 136 largest cities of America arc 


showing B'EW motor deaths this year 
than last—because in the big cities 
motor traffic is policed, and drivers 
arc held responsible for each and 
every accident. 


But the rest of the country—the 


agricultural states having no highway 
patrols, and he smaller ciics wih lax 
policing—ate sending America on to a 
new high record in automobile deaths.

Dixon Death—Capture 


Occurred Here 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark.-Coroner J. P. 


Randolph announced Sunday night 
that he would not hold an inquest in 
the death of John Dixon, who died 
Thursday in the New Park hospital fol- 
lowing his removal from the city jail. 


Dixon had been arrested two weeks 


previously in Hempstcad county after 
being sought since September 28 when 
he and his cousin Alfred (Pug) Dixon, 
also in jail, were alleged to have as- 
saulted Chief of Police Joe Wakelin. 


An autopsy performed Saturday dis- 


closed that Dixon had suffered many 
injuries, although doctors who per- 
formed (he autopsy concurred in the 
statement on (he death certificate that 
Dixon died from pneumonia and ha<; 
contracted it, they believe, before any 
injury he may have suffered following 
his arrest. 


Scott Wood, former circuit judge, 


employed wilh United States Commis- 
sioner C. Floyd Huff to represent Dix- 
on's father and other relatives, had the 
autopsy performed, and said thai he 
would request 
a coroner's inquest 


Monday. Judge Wood said also that 
he would seek to have "Pug" Dixon 
transferred from the city jail to the 
county prison. In the event an inquest 
is not called, the case will be referred 
to the grand jury, which is in session 
subject to call.

"I expect to do all I can to close 


(he school in a legal way," said the 
Rev. L. D. Summers, pastor of the 
First Baptist church of Mena and 
chairman of the voluntary citizens' 
committee, said. 


Tile Rev. Mr. Summers made pub- 


lic the text of a resolution circulated 
by his committee and which he said 
had been signed by 014 residents of 
the county expressing "regret that 
this college is in our midst" and con- 
demning "the teachings and practices 
of said college." 


The resolution took exception spe- 


cifically to Hie action of Miss Charlotte 
Moskowitz, secretary - treasurer of 
Commonwealth, in calling upon the 
Civil Liberties Committee of the Unit- 
ed States Senate two weeks ago to 
investigate conditions in Polk county. 
Miss Moskowitx expressed fear that a 
recently published magazine article 
about Commonwealth might prompt 
violent assault on the school. 


The citizens' resolution described her 


action as one intended to create "pub- 
licity and sympathy" for the college, 
a co-operative institution. 


"Any steps which we may take to- 


ward closing said school will first have 
legal and moral sanction and will not 
be related in any degree to mob sanc- 
tion," the resolution said. 


College authorities were not avail- 


able for comment. 


The 1935 Arkansas legislature in- 


vestigated Commonwealth on a charge 
of Communistic teachings, but the 
committee reported it found no evi- 
dence of any advocacy of violence.

cials to tell why he kidnaped the gen- 
eralissimo, held him for two weeks, 
and (hen released him aflcr "realiza- 
tion of the wrong I have done.''

senate hall ns a committee room.

merely legislators. 


One Nebraska newspaper thinks that 


by May the state will want to 
them home. But Dr. Scnning, state un- 
iversity professor, declares the 43 "its" 
arc "the cream of the crop—the higher 
type." 


Non-Partisan Basts 


Party monickers (22 arc Democrats, 


21 Republicans) mean little because 
they were elected on a non-partisan 
ticket. 


George, Vermont and Pennsylvania 


had legislatures a century ago that 
were one-house except for boards of 
censors empowered to sit with them 
and pass on their actions. Those ex- 
periments were abandoned. 


Nebraska first considered the idea 


in 1913 but shoved it aside by a tie vote 
.in the 1919-20 constitutional ..conven- 
tion".* 


Revived By Norris 


Senator Norris slapped life into the 


idea three years ago, ana in 1934 all 
but 73 of 2,029 precincts voted for the 
necessary constitutional amendment. 


Political Pediatrician Scnning rec- 


ommended there be 43 members, after 
the amendment porvidcd for between 
30 and 50. The former 100 representa- 
tives voted for 50, the former 33 sen- 
ators favored 30, Dr. Scnning drew 
maps districting the state for every 
permissible number, then showed 
house-senate conferees there would be 
the least "spread" between the city- 
sprinkled eastern third of the state 
and the lightly populated western two- 
thirds if 43 were chosen.

Simplify procedure and abolish con-

Before beginning his 
work, the milker should always wash 
his hands thoroughly; in fact, it will 
do no harm if he also will wash them 
frequently while he is at work. Dairy- 
men should not permit anyohe with 
the slightest sign, of. a sore throat to 
milk cows, to handle'the milk in any 
Way, or to take care of pails or utensils 
used in milking. 


In pasteurization, the milk is heated 


to a sufficiently high temperature to 
kill disease germs, and is held at that 
temperature for at least a half hour. 
Most-jnilfc in this country is pasteur- 
ized, ,and practically all communities 
Cf any siie have definite laws regulat- 
ing: milk pasteurization. 


Unfortunately, in times of severe 


depression, attempts are made to save 
money'by avoiding the pasteurization 
process and by bootlegging milk, par- 
ticularly on the outskirts of- large cities. 
This saving of a few cents in the cost 
of: milk may result in fatal infections.

He and his nephew, King Ghazi of 
Iraq, and the other Arab kings per- 
suaded the Arab higher committee of 
Palestine to call off the strike after 
six months of terroiism.
